Weaver said 
the barge suffered most damage 
to its bow and to equipment there.

On the eve of what is traditionally an accident-rid­ 
den weekend throughout the state, Marin County and the 
city of Fairfax have been singled out as the safest com­ 
munities in their respective population categories by the 
California Safety Council. The council made the “highest 
awards” to Marin and Fairfax at a safety awards luncheon 
in Los Angeles last week. 


The aard for Marin County was given in the cate­ 
gory of counties of population from 50,000 to 100,000. 
Marin surpassed Butte, Humboldt, Mendocino, Merced, 
Napa, San Luis Obispo and Santa Cruz counties with its 
safety record. 


Fairfax was awarded top honors in the division of 
c ities under 10,000 population. T he town has had no traf­ 
fic fatalities for 5 or 6 years, according to Chief Andy 
Peri of the Fairfax police. 


During 1453, Marin, which has a population of 91,- 
000, had a total of 18 fatal traffic accidents, reported Roy 
Bionson of the California Safety Council. T o illustrate 
the point that this county’s total was outstanding, Bron­ 
son cited San Luis Obispo County, with a population of 
onlv 62,000, which recorded a total of 38 traffic fatalities 
during 1953.

Dwight P. Gris­ 
wold died, also after a heart at­ 
tack. Griswold was 60.

Kirkwood spoke in favor of the 
proposed new rules.

Of Its Unique County Fair 


At 
o’clock this afternoon gates of Marin 
Art and Garden Center open on the annual 
Marin Art and Garden Fair. It is a unique 
rountv fair, peculiarly adapted to Marin 
County and its peoples. 
You will find no race track, no ferris 
wheels, and no merry-go-round there. Yet 
there ate lots of things to do and see. 
The Art and Garden Fair features beauty. 
Its location is a thing of beauty in itself. Ex­ 
hibits, demonstrations, and entertainment 
are planned to enhance, rather than detract 
from the beauty of the surroundings. 
T he entrancewav displa\s the combination 
of the natural beauty of the site and the 
imagination and skill of the specialists who 
are working together to make this year’s fair 
more beautiful than e\er. 
M arin’s fair is a community effort, and it 
mote nearly reflects the community it repre­ 
sents than some fairs we’ve seen. Volunteer 
workers staff scores of booths which offer 
everything from hand-made corsages of dried 
Mat in plants to hot dogs and colfee. Volun­ 


teer workers have been laboring for weeks 
and months to prepare the unusual displays, 
demonstrations and exhibits. 
The younger generation has not been for­ 
gotten. Teen-agers will exhibit hot rods; 
there is a school children’s art show; 4 H 
clubs will show thetr skills and projects. 
Art, crafts, photography, dancing and oth­ 
er portions of the cultural life of Marin will 


be on view. 
There can be no hesitancy in recommend­ 
ing that vou attend the Marin Art and Gar­ 
den Fair during its run through Monday 


night. It is well worth seeing. 
We can only hope that some day in the 
future, when the Fair is forced to move from 
the Center in Ross to larger quarters to ac­ 
commodate increased participation and in­ 
clusion of other portions of the county’s 
economy and interests, that the tone and 
emphasis will remain the same.

New Tax Bill— After 50 Years 


T he New Deal and Fair Deal adm inistra­ 
tion* were often accused of trying to use 
taxes for reforming our society, for making 
the ri< h poorer and the poor richer, for 
penalizing anti Administration groups. 
No 
such chaiges can be made against the gen­ 
eral tax revision bill (HR 8300) that the 
Hou*e passed by vote of 310 to 79 and that 
the “senate is taking up with some changes. 
1 hi« lengthy and complicated measure 
professes to look on taxes primarily as taxes. 
Its tax reforms are intended to remedy abuses 
in the tax structure, rather than abuses in 
the body social, and in their long-range im­ 
pact to meet permanent needs of the whole 
national economy. 
For instance, the slight easing of the so- 
called double taxation of dividends is ex­ 
pected to stimulate investment financing of 
new enterprises. So is the greater flexibilitv 


in the depreciation allowances for capital 
investment. 


The bill, when enacted, will represent 
the first comprehensive re-writing of the 
federal tax system in more than a century'. 
Designed to correct in justices that have crept 
in just because of the passage of vears are 
such new provisions as those on classifying 
wage-earning children as dependents — on 
special treatment for pensioners — on deduc­ 
tions for medical expenses, for child care, 
for interest under installment purchases — 
on allowance to farmers for soil conserva­ 
tion expenses —on undistributed profits — 
and on income ftom investments abroad. 


The Senate Finance committee held up 


the bill for three months, partly to see just 


when the economic activity would perk up 


again, partly to see what the Democrats 


would trv to do on specific tax reduction 


proposals. 
Now' the recession seems to have 


tapered off, and the Democrats seem resign­ 


ed to offer only token amendments.

NEW YORK <JP) — Death got 
up early this morning. 
As America began to celebrate 
the long Independence Day week­ 
end, Death promptly went on 
overtime. 
For when mankind has a holi­ 
day for any reason, Death can 
know no idleness. He must tabu­ 
late a great human self-slaugh­ 
ter. 
And so it was Death rose early 
today. He had a lot to do in the 
busy days ahead. He had many 
a mortal rendezvous to keep on 
h.^hway and byway, in homes 
ant saloons, on pond and pave- 
rneni. on 
mountain 
cliff 
and 
summer playground 


FOR DEATH had 
a 
double 
duty. He had not only his usual 
job to do, the escorting of the 
sick and old and life-worn across 
his tale frontier. He had his ex­ 
tra Holiday clients to attend to. 
The lost battalion of the need­ 
less dead. 
On such days as these. Death, 
the fair weather friend of the 
fool: h, initiates new members 
Into the DOA club. This club 


has no dues and no life member­ 
ships. It is made up of unseeing 
holiday victims who are brought 
to hospitals and tagged with a 
card bearing three initials that 
stand for “dead on arrival.” 
Yes. Death got up early this 
morning. For by next Monday 
night there 
are 
hundreds 
of 
Americans he must meet and 
wave to their doom—a DOA tag. 
The potential membership crop 
w'as large and the land was wide, 
and Death is conscientious. He 
didn't want.anyone who earned 
that tag to miss it. 


WHEREVER AMERICANS set 
out to celebrate the holiday, this 
skeletal comrade of the stupid 
and careless went right along for 
the fun. And here is what he will 
say to some, or perhaps is al­ 
ready saying even now: 
In 10.000 cars rounding 10.000 
curves, he whispers to the driver, 
“Go on and pass that car phead 
of you. Never mind what your 
wife is saying What makes her 
think there might be another 
car coming around the bend to­ 
ward you anyway? W’ives are al­ 
ways worrying about something.” 


BI T ON SOME of the curves 
another car does come around 
the bend. There is a scream and 
a crash of metal. 
And 
Death 
says to the silent husband, “So 
long, sucker.” And he says *o 
the silent wife. “You'll never 
have to live with another fool, 


dear.” Then he walks over to 
the silent, huddled driver of the 
second car and says, 


“Pal. I know you didn't want 
to join our organization, but I 
am only taking membership, and 
this other guy nominated you. 
And now you belong.” 


Or Death puts his arm around 
a teen-age high school driver 
and says, “Faster, kid, faster. 
Boy, you’re a real hot 
rodder. 
Sure, you can see clear in the 
moonlight. Let’s see how close 
you can come to that bridge 
abutment.” A moment later the 
boy’s ribs are in his lungs, blood 
drowns his whimpers, and Death 
tags him and says, “You know, 
I almost thought you'd make it. 
Well, even counting the funeral 
costs, I still saved your folks 
most of the $5.000 they'd put 
away for your college education.” 


AND SOMEWHERE a mother 
at a picnic, busy fixing the lunch, 
is sure someone else in the fam­ 
ily is keeping an eye on the 
child who toddles toward the 
lakefront. 
And, 
sure 
enough, 
someone is. “Come in, little boy,” • 
says Death from the water. “I 
will catch you, and your mother 
will 
never, 
never 
forget 
you 
again. See the pretty tag I have 
for you?” 


An overweight man of 45 with 
a fading heart calls across the 
tennis court to his son, “Junior, 
I'll beat you this fifth set or drop 
dead.” And as he vearily lifts 
h:« racquet. Death taps him and 
say:, “Drop.” 


DEATH W AITS on a darkened 
porch as a little girl in a filmy 
diess sneaks out with a sparkler 
in hef hand. “Go ahead and 
light the sparkler all by your­ 
self,” coaxes Death. “You’re -a 
big girl now.” 


When the screams die into si­ 
lence, Death hurries to a room 
where a holiday-lonely man, sick 
with self-pity, looks at the gun 
in his hand and mutters. “Would 
I be any more lonely dead?” And 
Leath, writing his 
tag, 
says, 
“Well, come and see ' 
8o Death will move at a cease­ 
less pace today, Saturday, Sun­ 
day and Monday, 
playing 
his 
deadly game of tag across all 
America with the holiday risk- 
takers and their victims. And the 
foolish. And the unwary. Wher­ 
ever he pauses an ambulance will 
follow, halt, pick up a still bur­ 
den and race with it to a hos­ 
pital where it will get the epi­ 
taph:

Tidelands Fund 


Of Long Beach 


Will Be Issue 


SACRAMENTO (CNS>—Ques­ 
tion of whether $183,000,000 in 
tideland oil revenues held in trust 
by the city of Long Beach W'ill 
or will not revert to the Cali­ 
fornia 
state 
treasury 
general 
fund, as asked in a suit before 
the state supreme court, will in 
all probability, become a major 
issue at the 195r legislative ses­ 
sion. 
The state . government needs 
all of the funds it can get next 
year to possibly avert an in­ 
crease in general state taxes to 
balance what, from all indica­ 
tions will be 
another 
record- 
breaking state budget. 


REVENUES FROM tidelands 
were picke«. up by Long Beach 
as a result of a grant in trust 
the state made to* the city in 
1911 for development of its har­ 
bor. Subsequently, oil was dis­ 
covered on the 
tidelands, 
the 
harbor has been developed to the 
point where large expenditures 
are no longer held necessary, and 
the legislature has removed 50 
percent of the funds from the 
trust. 
Long Beach has budgeted more 
than $38 million for civic im­ 
provements other than the har­ 
bor, and it is the contention of 
taxpayers, and the Tulare County 
Farm Bureau, which has entered 
the suit as a 
“friend 
of 
the 
court,” that the funds should 
revert to the state rather than 
be expended by Long Beach for 
improvements which are denied 
citizens of other communities on 
the same basis. 


MEANWHILE, a check of the 
financial transactions of cities 
and counties of California for the 
year 1952-53, latest report to be 
issued, indicated 
the 
city 
of 
Long Beach does right well as 
far as revenues are concerned. 
Total 
receipts 
of 
the 
city 
amounted to $75 
million 
that 
year, of w'hich $32 million were 
from 
“public 
service” 
enter­ 
prises. 
Long Beach is classed as the 
fifth city in the state, as far as 
the report is concerned 
San 
Diego, the fourth city, took in 
only $34 million from all sources, 
and $8 million from public ser­ 
vice enterprises. Sacramento, the 
sixth city, had receipts of $14 
million for the year, and a little 
more than one million from the 
public service enterprises. 


THAT THE general taxpayers 
in Long Beach are getting some 
kind of a break is evidenced by 
the fact that the city got $4.- 
106.013 
from 
general 
property 
taxes, compared to San Diego’s 
$7.485.920, and Sacramento's $4,- 
667.959. 
Then too, there is the city tax 
rate to consider. Long Beach 
having a rate of $1 09591 on the 
$100, while San Diego has a rate 
of $1.95, and Sacramento, $1.99. 
Also, the city is not niggardly 
"insofar as 
its 
legislative 
and 
chief executive offices are con­ 
cerned. The report shows Long 
Beach spent $81.582 during the 
fiscal year for its legislative of­ 
fices, while San Diego taxpayers 
contributed 
only 
$65.092 , and 
Sacramento, $51.29!. The chief 
executive offices of Long Beach 
cost $90.816 to run during the 
year, while San Diego got by 
with $84.106 
and 
Sacramento, 
$29,210. 


THE BEACH city has a heavy 
investment in property used for 
parks and recreation, compara­ 
tively speaking, the report show­ 
ing the value of this type of 
property at $16 million, com­ 
pared to San Diego’s $8 million, 
and 
Sacramento’s 
$5 
million. 
And the total value of all prop­ 
erty 
owned 
by 
Long 
Beach 
amounts to $107 million, com­ 
pared to San Diego’s $55 million 
and Sacramento s $33 million. 
The report 
also 
contains 
a 
statement of assessed valuations 
and general taxes levied for the 
1953-54 fiscal year. This shows 
Long Beach with a $1.12 rate; 
San Diego with a $1.74 rate and 
Sacramento with a $1.98 rate.

Robert Oppenheimer will bear 
until he dies — as if he wore it 
as a mark on his inrehead—the 
government verdict that he is a 
security risk 
who 
cannot 
be 
trusted with his country's se­ 
crets. 
An 
ordinary 
man, 
brushed 
aside like this, might disappear 
into obscurity. The 50-year-old 
Oppenheimer never can. He is 
a genius. He is among the top 
five or six theoretical physicists 
of the world. 
He directed the making of a 
war-time A-bomb. He is head of 
the Institute for Advanced Study * 
at Princeton, N.J. He is known 
to scientists everywhere. Working 
with them and exchanging ideas 
with them has been his life. He 
can hardly begin another. 


THE DRAMA of the rest of his 
days may not be as spectacular 
as the drama of the last 12 
months, but no doubt it will 
be just as intense for him if 
only because it will probably be 
more quietly personal. 
It was almost 12 months ago— 
July 7, 1953 — that Lew'is L. 
Strauss, who only three days be­ 
fore had become chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC>, ordered a re-examination 
to determine whether the gov­ 
ernment should continue to trust 
Oppenheimer with some of its 
most vital secrets. 
In December Strauss informed 
Oppenheimer 
the 
reply 
w a s 
“no.” It wasn’t final. Oppenheim­ 
er could ask, and did, for a hear­ 
ing before a special board set up 
by the A EC. 


OPPENHEIMER 
testified 
at 
length. So did dozens of others. 
Most of the witnesses said he 
was trustworthy. A few said he 
wasn’t. The board decided he was 
loyal but not a man to be trusted 
with secrets and reviewed his 
story: 
He had been a fellow traveler. 
He had Communist friends. He 
attended meetings with them. 
He was engaged to one woman 
who was a Communist and mar­ 
ried another who had been. His 
brother and sister-in-law were 
Communists for a time. 
All that was before he went 
to work on the atomic bomb. 
After that one of his old friends, 
Haakon Chevalier, tried to tap 
him for 
information 
for 
the 
Communists 
and 
was 
turned 
down. Oppenheimer delayed tell­ 
ing the government about this, 
then lied about it, later told the 
truth. He continued his friend­ 
ship with Chevalier, visited with 
him as late as last December. 
Oppenheimer appealed to the 
full five-man A EC Tuesday it 
upheld the previous verdict: he 
was a security risk. The vote was 
4-1. The one commissioner who 
did not consider Oppenheimer a 
security risk was Dr. Henry D. 
Bmyth. 


THE MAJORITY of the ABC 
did not suggest, and there was 
no evidence of any kind to show 
it, that Oppenheimer ever gave 
any government secrets away. 
Smyth stressed this: ** « ; • 


The most important evidence in 
this regard is the fact -that there 
is no indication in the entire 
record that Dr. Oppenheimer has 
ever divulged any secret infor­ 
mation.” 
This, 
among 
other 
reasons 
given by Smyth as a defense for 
Oppenheimer. may trouble many 
fair-minded men who read the 
record and ask themselves what 
they would have done if they 
had been sitting in Judgment on 
Oppenheimer. 
Yet this particular point hard­ 
ly bears 
examination 
in 
this 
case. If there was any evidence 
that 
Oppenheimer 
had 
given 
aw'ay .secrets there would have 
been no doubt he was a security 
risk and he wouldn't be a prob­ 
lem for the AEG then. His case 
would be before a grand jury. 


THF. MAJORITY of the com­ 
mission 
decided 
Oppenheimer 
was a security risk because of 
“defects in his character”—they 
pointed to his lying—and to his 
association 
with 
Communists, 
not before he was entrusted with 
secrets, but afterwards. 
If the long opinion of the ma­ 
jority could be summed up in 
a few sentences, this would be 
it: 


When a man is entrusted with 
high secrets, which may affect 
the nation’s welfare, he is given 
high responsibility. He is con­ 
sidered capable of living up to 
that responsibility or he wouldn’t 
be given the secrets. 


There 
are 
clear 
rules 
laid 
down by which his responsibility, 
or sense of responsibility, can be 
judged. Association with Com­ 
munists makes his sense of re­ 
sponsibility suspect. The AEC 
held Oppenheimer violated the 
rules and defaulted on his re­ 
sponsibility.

fall. This would mean you’ll work

THESE ARE NOT massive re­ 
sults; but they are solid and sig­ 
nificant results. They do not 
mean that there will be no dif­ 
ferences in the future, but they 
do mean that the 
differences 
which clouded 
and 
lacerated 
Anglo-American cooperation up 
to the very eve of Sir Winston’s 
arrival last weekend have been 
mostly dissolved. 
Not many weeks ago President 
Eisenhower was

.working out a Southeast Asia 
pact without Britain — a very 
dim prospect at best. 
Today the United States is as­ 
sured that there will be a South­ 
east Asia collective-.security pact 
and that it will include Great 
Britain.

agreed

would “press forward” with thes* 
defense plans 
and when 
Sir 
Winston was asked at his press 
conference how soon they would 
“press forward” his answer was: 
“Now and immediately.” 
American officials think that 
there has been harmful delay in

Asia 
defense negotiations. 
British 
officials 
think 
that 
there has been beneficial delay 
in beginning 
them, 
that now 
there is a better chance of get­ 
ting wider and 
more 
positive 
participation by a number of 
the 
Asian 
countries — India, 
Pakistan, Indonesia. Burma. 


THESE HAVE BEEN 
honest 
and tolerable differences. The^ 
have now been substantially re­ 
solved. From Secretary Dulles’ 
standpoint, we are about where 
he would like to have seen ue 
three months ago. 
But there is no mood of re­ 
crimination in Washington. This 
isn’t a Dulles victory. Tt Isn't 
an Eden victory. It is a victory 
for the Anglo-American alliance 
against the subtle, pervasive ma­ 
neuvering of the Communists to 
divide the free world and eat 
it up a bit at a time. 
The vague talk about a “Lo­ 
carno” agreement as an accom­ 
paniment to a Southeast Asia 
defense pact has been cleared 
' up. Sir Winston made It clear 
at his press conference, as he 
had earlier in his private talks 
at the White House, that all the 
British had in mind was an un­ 
dertaking by both sides — the 
West and China — that each 
would agree not to disturb by 
force any settlement which is 
reached in Indo-China. 


IT IS ACCURATE to say, I 
think, that this proposition is 
acceptable to Secretary Dulles. 
What Dulles wants to avoid and 
what he will avoid, is giving any 
American 
moral 
sanction 
or 
backing to any decision which 
France might conceivably accept 
but which we think would result 
in putting several million more 
people under Communist rule 
against their will. 
We would certainly not unite 
with any country to sustain such 
a settlement, but it is not un­ 
likely that we would agree not 
to disturb it by force. 
THE MOST hopeful lines of 
action are along three parallel 
roads: 
1—An acceptable settlement in 
Indo-China. 
2—An agreement by all in- 
t rested Asian and Pacific pow­ 
ers that such a settlement would 
not be upset by force. 
3—A mutual-assistance defense 
pact which would unite the co­ 
operating countries to resist ag­ 
gression even 
as 
Russia 
and 
China are themselves parties to 
a similar treaty. 
A favorable outcome from the 
latest Franco-Chinese discussions 
is highly uncertain. But Anglo- 
American policy no longer rests 
upon wishful thinking about Ge­ 
neva. 


PRESIDENT Eisenhower and 
Prime Minister Churchill signifi­ 
cantly included this sentence in 
their statement: 
“We also considered the situa­ 
tion which would 
follow 
from 
failure to reach an agreement ” 
Britain and America would be 
weaker nations and poorer allies 
if 
either 
lightly 
subordinated 
their honest differences to the 
other. Partners can disagree, sat­ 
ellites never. But preserving the 
alliance is the highest art of 
leadership and is essential to 
and hope of preserving the peace.

SAN SALVADOR, El Salv&vdor 
(JP)—Guatemala’s fourth gowem ­ 
inent In a week was reported form­ 
ed early today, with Col. Elfego 
Monzon still in the top post and 
rebel chief Carlos Castillo Armas 
agreeing to sen'* under him— 
for two weeks. 
In protracted negotiations here, 
with the U.S. ambassador acting 
in an advisory role, the rival pair 
finally agreed to set up a new five- 
man military junta with Monzon 
at the head for 15 days. After that, 
authoritative sources said, the Jun­ 
ta will elect a “permanent** chief. 


TWO REBELS INCLUDED 
The junta reportedly will be 
made up of two of the rebel»— 
Castillo and his “defense minis­ 
ter,’’ Col. Enrique Oliva, and three 
members of the previous govem- 
cent—Monzon,

Col. Mauricio Dubois and Defense 
Minister Col. Jose Luis Cruz Sa­ 
lazar. 
Observers here figured Castillo, 
during the two-week period, would 
seek to win the allegiance of one 
of the latter pair so that he could 
eventually head the junta. 
The new junta reported will fly j 
to the Guatemalan capital at 11 
a.m. tomorrow to take over.

Smokers Fret, Keep Puffing 


By The Associated Press 


Most of the Country’s cigarette 
smokers still are puffing away— 
though apparently with some re­ 
straining anxieties—despite med­ 
ical reports the habit might hasten 
their death. 
This was the situation indicated 
today by 
checks 
with 
tobacco 
wholesalers and retailers in more 
than a score of major cities across 
the nation. 
Most of them said they had de­ 
tected no change in cigarette sales 
since an American Cancer Society 
report 10 days ago that average 
cigarette users 50 to 70 die sooner, 
mainly of heart attacks or cancer. 
“Smokers seem generally com­ 
placent about it,” said a San Fran­ 


cisco wholesaler. “They figure why 
worry when the hydrogen bomb is 
liable to snuff out their lives any­ 
how someday." 


FILTERS POPULAR ’ 
However, there were some re­ 
ports of sales drops, amounting 
to as much as 25 per cent, along 
with other signs some smokers 
were disturbed. A change to filter­ 
tipped cigarettes was a wide trend. 
“The scare has just 
switched 
them around to filtered cigar­ 
ettes,” said a Dallas wholesaler. 
“We also sell more pipes than 
ever before, but there’s nt> real de­ 
cline in cigarette sales. 
“People just fuss, raise hell, buy 
pipes and then go right back to 
cigarettes.” 


The survey gave no general evi-\ 
dence of a big run on chewing 
tobacco, cigars, snuff or pipes as 
a substitute for cigarettes. 


MORE PIPES 
Distributors in Washington, D. 
C., reported: 
“The demand for pipes, pipe to-1 
baeco and cigars has risen slight­ 
ly.”

My favorite story-with-a-moral 
came in handy the other day to 
apply as balm to a young man go­ 
ing through the agony of feeling 
he had made a fool of himself.

I had no remembrance of any 
such conversation but I discover­ 
ed later that the whole business 
was supposed to be a verbatim 
report of an encounter between 
me and a woman who had m ar­ 
ried the ex-husband of an ac­ 
quaintance of mine after a series 
of uncomfortable events. The m ar­ 
riage had not particularly interest­ 
ed me nor had I discussed it. As 
for the confrontation scene, if it 
ever happened, I must have paid 
no attention for I couldn’t recall 
it. But because the young woman 
felt self-consciously that all her 
friends were criticizing, she mis­ 
interpreted everything that hap­ 
pened and evidently impressed El­ 
len with her indignant reports. 


Whenever I’m inclined, as I oft­ 
en am, to think that somebody is 
critical of me, I just remember the 
time I was a page in Ellen’s book 
and reflect upon the sad truth 
that most of us are so wrapped up 
in ourselves and our own little 
worlds that we haven’t time or 
energy to spare for the other per­ 
son and his lapses.

New Approaches 


To Rid Cities 


Of Pesky Birds 


C H IC A G O (U.P) — Pigeons and 
starlings 
infesting 
business 
dis­ 
trict buildings soon m»y have to 
find new roosting places, accord­ 
ing to the American Public Works 
Assn.^ 


The association said new* pre­ 
ventive measures are being tested 
in efforts to get rid of the pesky 
birds. It cited experiments under­ 
way by two professors at State 
College, Pa., who got the squawk 
of a scared starling down on tape 
in an hour-long recording. 


Next, they amplified the sound 
up to 120 decibels and aimed it in ­ 
to starling-filled trees. The bird, 
flew away, presumably because a 
distress call by one meant danger 
for all. 


The association said city offi­ 
cials of Cincinnati, O., tried the 
same tactic recently. They put a 
loundspeaker truck into operation, 
blaring the distress call through 
the downtown area for two and a 
half hours 
Nothing much hap­ 
pened.

Cincinnati also has been con- 
| sidering putting a chemical com- j 
pound along roofs, ledges, eaves I 
troughs and the like.

“ Pigeon slides’’ hsve been used 
in St. Loui.v 
Mo., to keep birds 
off the City Hall. The slides are 
pieces of metal placed on entry- 
ways at angles so steep that when 
pigeons sweep in for a landing 
they slip off.

mins and minerals but have fallen 
behind in dealing with food pro­ 
tein*. he added. 


"W hen 
nutritionally 
efficient, 
food production is encouraged and 
implemented, we probably will find 
that many of our present day nu­ 
tritional shortages will disappear,” : 
Parker said. 
Farmers, he added, have not 
solved the problem of producing 
foods rich in protein as economi- 
| cally as they have the crops basic I 
to 
production 
of 
many refined 
foods. 


“The time ls rapidly approach­ 
ing when food protein will prove 
the controlling economic constitu-’ j 
ent of our foods," he said. ‘Th e 
pressure of population alone will 
| force it.” 
Whereas, the more highly pub-! 
licized vitamins make up only a 
fraction of the daily diet, about! 
five per cent of the bulk intake 
should be in proteins, he con­ 
cluded.

UC Scientists Study How 
Metal Atoms Hold Together 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif. OJ.m— Univer­ 
sity of California scientists have 
begun a systematic study of the 
forces that hold metal atoms to­ 
gether. 
They 
say 
modern 
man, 
ap­ 
proaching the atomic age and Its 
specific metallurgical r e q u i r e - 
ments, can no longer rely on the 
trial-and-eiror method begun by 
the ancient alchemists. 
According to Dr. Hultgren, pro­ 
fessor of metallurgy in charge of 
the research, the study will be the 
first of its kind. 
“ Good metallurgy has been done 
for thousands of years without an 
understanding of the basic factors 
involved,” Hultgren said. “ Most cf 
the metal alloys we have today 
were developed by triar and error, 
but the complexities of the atomic 
age require us to produce many 
new alloys to meet specific needs.” 
At a new thermodynamic labo­ 
ratory. presently under construc­ 
tion. the team of scientists hopes 
to learn more about the way met­ 
als behave in combination with 
each other under various condi­ 
tions. 
Their eventual aims is to bring
